CREMATIONS IN ENGLAND. 


There Were 855 Last Year—Num- 
ber Steadily Increasing. 


The movement in favor of crema- 
tion in England continues to make 
slow but steady progress, writes 
tie London correspondent of the 
New York Medical Journal.

Good Milk Record Spring Brook 


Mr, J. B. Lowery, Dairy Instructor, 
Frankford, in a letter to the Madoc Re- 
view says: 

This is a statement of a seven day’ 
record of a cow owned by IF. R. Mal- 
lory, Frankford, Ont. 

Her name is May Hcho, a registered 
Holstein cow. 

She produced in the seven days 663.7 
lbs. milk and 20,4058 Ibs, of butter fat. 
On the 80% basis is equivalent to 25.50 
Ibs. butter, average milk per day, 94.- 
Silbs., average fat on milk 8.07. 

This cow was milked 4 timesa day, 
every G hours.

FARMING IN PALESTINE. 


Unprofitable to ‘Both Landlord and 
Tenant. 


Consul Wallace, of Jerusalem, 
follows of agricultural 
in Palestine: 
“The land is rented and farmed in 
y, which is unpro- 
i andlord and tenant 
alike. The lands are rented for 
one-third of the erop produced. 
After the harvest the grain is im- 
mediately threshed, The tithes, or 
Bovernment tax, are first taken, 
which are one-tenth of the whole 
crop, and then the’ remainder is 
divided, the landlord receiving his 
one-third share. The farmer has 
generally pledged a good portion 
of the expected crop, virtually se)- 
ling it at a greatly reduced price 
for the purpose of securing money 
in advance for his necessities. If 
grain is $1 a bushel, on an advance 
to him of $100 he will agree to de- 
liver to the party who advances the 
money 180 or 140 bushels of grain 
after the harvest. Should the crop 
fail it is carried over to the next 
year, but under a new contract in 
which 30 per cent. is added to the 
original amount. 

“The native farmers of the plains} 
live in villages and under a com 


munal system calculated to destroy 
every incentive for the improve 

It is apportion 
ed by lot every three years, and 
each person is free to do as he

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SLAVERY IN CANADA 


FOR MANY YEARS’ NEGROES 
WERE BOUGHT AND SOLD. 
The Institution Gained the 
Hold Here, That It Did 
In the United States, and Finally 
Britain's Stand In the Matter Set- 
tled It For Good—Canada Was the 

Promised Land For the Blacks.

Less than a mile from the Interna- 


tional Boundary, and close to one of 
the highways that run northward from 
Vermont into Missisquoi County, 
Quebee, rises a huge black pile of 


moss-covered stone, differing only in 
one respect from many other project- 
ing ledges common. throughout this 
hilly, limestone country. The differ- 
ence consists in its name, for this 
huge shoulder of stone is known in 
all that countryside as “Nigger 
Rock,” because at its base are bur- 
ied a little company of black men 
and women who lived and died on 
Canadian territory in what was prac- 
tically a mild, almost a paternal, form 
of slavery. Almost one hundred years 
have passed sinee the grave closed 
over the last of that little company 
of exiles. The graves have been ob- 
literated, but the monument of Na- 
ture’s making will always remain to 
mark the spot at which the pilgrim- 
age of these colored folk came to an 
end. 

This part of Missisquoi County, the 
old parish of St. Armand, was large- 
ly settled by Hessians who, in the 
service of Great Britain during the 
War of the American Revolution, 
formed a considerable part of that na- 
turally efficient army that the in- 
capacity of Burgoyne led to disaster 
at Saratoga, After the release of the 


Hessian troops, many of them return- 
ed .to Canada, and a large number 


took up land in the frontier wilder- 
ness. In this parish their descen- 
dants are still living, but distinguish- 
able from the other elements of the 
population only by their German 
names. 

In the frontier wilderness they were 
joined by U. E. Loyalists from the 
old Dutch settlements along the Hud- 
son River. The latter were, as a rule, 
people of some means, trained to 
farming, and they soon hewed out 
for themselves homes in the new land, 
where they ended their days as Brit- 
ish subjects beneath the flag under 
which they were born. 

In their Hudson River settlements 
they had owned negro slaves, and a 
number of these accompanied them 
on their northern migration, desiring 
to throw in their lot with their mas- 
ters in the new North. They helped 
to fell the trees and build the log 
house and barns, to get in the crops 
in the stumny fields, and to make 
the pioneer life of their masters, their 
families and themselves as comfort- 
able as possible. They lived out their 
days with their masters, and when 
life ended were, in many cases, bur- 
ied on the farms their labor had help- 
ed to win from the forest. 

In like manner a considerable num- 
ber of negro slaves accompanied their 
Loyalist masters from the revolting 
colonies to Nova Scotia and Upper 
Canada, and so for a number of years 
there was a small negro slave popu- 
lation in Canada. But slavery never 
got firmly rooted in Canadian soil, 


and early in our history the unright- 
eous institution was by strict legal 
enactment torn up root and branch 


and trampled under foot. 


And so Canada was spared the curse 
that blighted the Southern States, and 
whose evil consequences are still felt 
by fully one-fourth of the population 


of the American Union. 


The earliest recorded case of a slave 
being sold in Canada occurred early

Canadians to import negro slaves, 
and a number were brought from the 
West India islands. There were a 
few of these slaves in the colony when 
in 1760 it was surrendered to the Brit- 
ish Crown. 

That there were slaves in Halifax 
shortly after it was settled by the 
English in 1749, is clearly shown. by 
an advertisement which appeared in 
a newspaper known as The Evening 
Post, and published in Boston, Mass., 
then, of course, a British city. The

Most people know that orris root ig 
one of the chief ingredients of violet 
powder; many others are well ac- 
guainted with the strangely shaped 
pleces of white root that seean like 
dried ginger which give out the deli- 
cate and subtle scent of the violet, 
and perhaps the privileged few know 
that it is made from the roots of a 
kind of iris. = 

“Never have I seen the cultivation 
of the iris and the preparation of or- 
"is root to such perfection as last 
summer in the Tuscan Apennines, 
where Vallombrosa lifts its pine cov- 
ered head,” says a writer in The Lon- 
don Queen. “On the sunny side of 
the mountain lies the whole district of 
the Val d’Arno, and between Saltino 
and Pian di Sco the entire neighbor- 
hood is given up to the cultivation of 
vines, olives and iris. 

“Indian corn, wheat and millet find 
a place, but wine, oil and orris root 
are the three commercial industries. 
Pergolas of vines stretch along as far 
as the eye can see—vines with clus- 
ters of purple or white grapes, olives 
laden with green berries and under 
them and between them little planta- 
tions of Iris dalmatica. 

“The iris, or giaggolo, as it is called 
in Italy, is planted thinly and allowed 
to grow for three years, when the 
roots are dug up and tied in big bun- 
dies. These are then prepared. Near- 
ly the whole of the tuberous root is 
cut off, leaving only a tiny bit with 
fibers in order that the plant may 
grow ise Apres as it is at once ; 
for another three years of peace. —AND. 3 ; 

“The tubers are then thrown into AN ‘ 
big -basins of water, and the whole 
family of the contadine, or peasant, 
sitting on the doorstep of their house 
or under the pergolas in the shade of 
the vines, begin the business of peel- 
ing them previous to their being dried 
in the sun for the market. Everybody 
is busy with the small sickle shaped 
knives trimming the iris root. In its 
fresh condition it is sold for about 20 
centimes the kilo, about 2 cents a 
pound. But after a few days’ ex- 
posure to the brilliant Italian sun- 
shine on large wickerwork trays it 
loses two-thirds of its weight and is 
sold to the wholesale merchants at 9 
cents a pound.”

L. H. Phelps. Mr. Phelps spoke first, 


and his address in substance was ag 
follows :— 

To-day the last rites are performed 
over the body of our late Sovereign. 
It is meet that we express our loyality, 
respect and sorrow in religous worship, 
regardless of the difference of creeds, 
considering only that we mourn a com- 
mon King in the presence of a common 
God. Let us think upon his merits for 
ashort time, It will be inspiring, and 
increase our love for him, as it is inspir- 
ing to discover the virtues of great war- 
riors and statesmen by contemplating 
the stories of their lives. Edward VII. 
was a Kingly man and a manly King; 
consecrated to the welfare of his people, 
and loving them as he desired to be 
loved by them. “So tender was his 
heart towards them that when his first 
appointed coronation was postponed he 
was sorely greived to think his subjects 
would be troubled with anxiety and 
disappointment when they had»prepared 
for so much joy. He loved peace as 
much as he Joved his people. How 
different was he to Bismarck, that 
husband of Bellona, who, looking from 
his window, every day would see men 
passing by mutilated by wars of his 
creating, and would think how their 
usefulness might have been saved for 
the State, and how many mothers, 
wives and sweethearts might have been 
saved the anguish of broken hearts if 
he had been less ambitious for War, 
What a great gift of God King Edward 
was. Preserving to the end a Kingly 


nobleness amongst those of courtly d 


rank, and a manly sympathy with the 
toiler. A farmer, a gentleman, and yet 
withal a King, 

After the singing of ** Nearer my God 
to thee,” Mr, Hilts spoke to the follow- 
ing effect :— 

The Dowager Queen Alexandra needs 
our deepest sympathy. She has lost 
at once, her throne, husband and King, 
She is suffering with deep grief, and 
believing in her people’s love desires 
their sympathy. And she is beloved 
by her subjects as no othor British 
Queen has been. The relation between 
them is as brother and sister. Whe 
she reigned all European Queens hon 
ored her with high respect. She was 
Queen of Queens, and is now a woman 
of women. Her husband was the 
greatest diplomat of his age; changin 
secret animosity into open expressio. 
of friendliness, appeasing strifes a 
averting wars, With Edward the 
Peacemaker at our head we were confi- 
dent of success, He manifested always 
a loyal interest in his subjects, Even 
during the last hours of his illness, 
when ordered by the Doctors to keep in 
bed he sat at his desk attending to 
affairs of the state. It is strange that 
this monarch, seeming most neccessary 
to the world at the present time, should 
be taken from us, and we cannot help 
thinking to a better world; but, 


“God moves in a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform” 


The desires of his inner life were re- 
vealed when asked what was his favor- 
ite hymn and he replied '' Nearer my 
God to Thee, The monuments that we 
erect to his honour may perish, but 
that which he has built himself in our 
memories will remain forever. His life 
was kingly, manly and inspiring. If 
we were loyal to him and intend to be 
loyal to our new King we did and do 
well, but let us not neglect to be loyal 
to Him, the King of Kings and Lord of 
Lords, 

The meeting was concluded with the 
National Anthem followed by the bene- 
diction.

Kings of England Solemnly Pre-|fcur Knights of the Garter 


sented to Subjects in West- 
minster Abbey. 


George the Fifth became King of 
England when the breath left ‘his 
father’s body. He has yet to be 
crowned, and the coronation of a 
king is the most stupendous spec- 
tacle the old world affords. 

The coronation of George VY. will 
be months in preparation. When 
all is arranged the final programme 
will be submitted to the King in 
order that he may set his formal 
sea] of approval upon the arrange- 
ments. 

The Kings of England are crown- 
ed in Westminster Abbey. Guests 
at the ceremony are permitted to 
live the great nave of the building ; 
the peers and peeresses will find 
the transepts; the choir and in- 
strumentalists will occupy a gal 
lery at the east end of the nave. 
Bishops in their robes will be rang- 
ed at each side of what is termed 
‘the theatre,’’ the actual dais on 
which the Sovereign and his Con- 
sort are to be throned. Members 
of the royal family will oecupy the | 
box just aboye the south side of 
the altar.

The cats with orange eyes which 
I have had could hear quite well, 
those having odd eyes—that is, one 
orange and one blue—could hear a 
little but not well, and those hay- 
ing blue eyes. were quite deaf, 
though all have come from the same 
litter. All kittens have blue eyes 
till they are about six weeks old, 
when the eyes change to their adult 
¢r permanent color. But to show 
how widely the permanently blue 
eye differs to begin with from other 
eyes I may say that immediately the 
eyes of white cats that are to have 
permanently blue eyes open they 
will shine bright red in the dark 
and neither the ephemere kitten 
blue nor any other color eye does 
this. 

One peculiarity of deaf cats is 
that they seem to have an aggra- 
vated sense of feeling in their feet 
pads. It is very difficult for a heavy 
walking animal such as man to ap 
proach a deaf cat from behind 
{without giving it warning, and this

HAMAR GREENWOOD'’S SCOOP. 


How British 


M.P. Made a Bit of 
Monoy on the Side. 

Regarding stories of great news- 
paper beats, which have recently ap- 
peared in the Canadian papers, an- 
other Oanadian, who is entitled to 
rank in the honor-roll, is a former 
Toronto man, Hamar Greenwood, of 
whose reverse at the polls in York 
during the late British elections many 
Canadians learned with sincere re- 
gret.

rears ago he was one of a r 

English M.P,’: who, under the Bs 
tion of Sir Alfred Jones, visited Ja- 
maica to study conditions on the is- 
land. During their sojourn a large 
portion of Kingston, the capital city 
was destroyed by an earthquake, Mr. 
Greenwood had left his hotel for a 
short walk from which he was re- 
turning, when the cataclysm occurred 
and the building was shattered, So 
destructive was the shock that many 
lives were lost and property damaged 
to the extent of millions of dollars. 
It did not take Hamar Greenwood 


long to size up the news value of the 
terrible catastrophe, but the perplex- 
Ing problem was how to forward a 


despatch. Livery telegraph and cable 
line connecting Jamaica with the out- 
side world had been sundered by the 
quake. Resource and tact must be 
resorted to. He vad covered import- 
ant assignments for The London Daily 
Mail and, if he could only get the 
news through exclusively to that pa- 
per, it would mean many shillings 
and pence to him. Correspondents of 
all the leading American and Euro- 
pean dailies were on the island, but 
to scoop them was the all-important 
question, especially as communica- 
tion of all kinds had been cut off. 
Greenwood, however, kept a cool head 
and knew how to be diplomatic. In 
the harbor was a U. §. warship and 
near by a swift cutter. The M.P. for 
York hastily pencilled a three hun- 
dred word report of the disaster, and 
going aboard the man-of-war he ad- 
dressed the commander in official 
tones, declaring that he was a repre- 
sentative of the Imperial Government 
and must get an important despatch 
through to Mr. Winston Churchill, 
who was then Under-Secretary of 
State. 

“Have this conveyed to the nearest 
cable station at once,” requested the 
smart, stalwart, and soldierly appear- 
ing British visitor. The officer offer- 
ed no serious objection, and soon the 
despatch was being conveyed to Cuba, 
the nearest cable statior, by the 
speedy cutter. Here, the message was 
sent to the Home Office, and, by pri- 
vate instruction, found its way to 
The London Daily Mail, which thus 
secured the first story of the calamity 
—hours ahead of any of its contem- 
poraries. Mr. Greenwood, who was 
not in regular newspaper work, being 
a full-fledged barrister; did not suf- 
fer financially from his stroke of en- 
terprise. On his return to London 
he found a Harmsworth check await- 
ing him for the “‘scoop.”’ Well, never 
mind how much, but it was generous 
enough to meet his board bill for a 
week or two. 


This Consul Keeps Moving. 


Maxwell K. Moorhead, U. S. Consul 
at St. John, N.B., who has been pro- 
moted to the consulate at Rangoon, 
British Burma, has seen service for 
his Government in many part§ of the 
world. 

Mr. Moorhead entered upon his con- 
sular career in St. Thomas, Ont., 
where he married a daughter of Judge 
Ermatinger. When the office there 
was abolished he was transferred to 
Belgrade, the capital of Servia. After 
serving ‘for two or three years with 
distinction he was sent to Acapulco, 
Mexico, and about a year ago was 
promoted to St. John. The policy of 
the State Department evidently is to 
keep the younger officers moving. 

Rangoon is the chief town and prin- 
cipal seaport of Lower Burma, and 
had a population of 232,326 in 1901. 
It covers an area of 22 square miles, 
and is populatsd by Hindus, Moham- 
medans and Christians. The town, 
which was fouuded in 1753 by Aloung 
Choosa, the founder of the Burma 
dynasty, occupies a long stretch of 
high lands with wide, boulevarded 
streets. Its name is chiefly familiar 
to most readers because it is men- 
tioned in Kipling’s ‘‘Mandalay.” 


Long Distance Talkers. 


Mr. Fisher, who holds the Parlia- 
mentary record for lengtliy speeches, 
although he has close comnetitors for 
this doubtful honor in his colleagues, 
Messrs. King and Lemieux, must look 
to his laurels.

In intelligence and 
humanity he was superior to his peo- 
ple. He fought against the United 
States, but he fought as a brave man 
fights. No charge of barbarity or of 
crime stands against him. Clean liv- 
ing, courageous, noble in spirit and 
in deed, he was a magnificent exam- 
ple of all that is good in the abori- 
gine. He had the imagination of a 
poet, the zeal of a patriot and the 
patience and fortitude of a stoic. His 
dream, like that of Pontiac, was to 
unite the scattered tribes into one 
great confederation which would drive 
back the whites or prevent them from 
further encroaching upon the lands of 
the Indians. He knew their weak- 
nesses, their jealousies and their cen- 
turies old tribal feuds, so he took a 
leaf out of the book of the mission- 
aries and sought to join them by the 
bonds of religion. For years he lab- 
ored to nationalize the Indians. As 
an orator he had few superiors and 
in the councils of nearly every tribe 
between the Great Lakes and the gulf, 
east of the Mississippi and west of the 
Alleghenies, he was heard.
